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A timid  newcomer  slowly  enters.  He  has 
heard  many  tales  — some  good,  some  not-so- 
good  — about  the  elegant  edifice  in  which  he 
now  stands.  His  shyness,  however,  quickly  fades 
as  he  becomes  acquainted  with  the  service,  en- 
tertainment and  overall  satisfaction  of  the  place 
known  among  the  aristocracy  as  The  Shield. 

The  Shield  is  known  by  several  other  appella- 
tions — most  commonly  Bishop  Fenwick.  Its 
impeccable  reputation  remains  unchanged. 
For  more  than  thirty  years,  it  has  been  the  epi- 
tome of  excellence,  and  has  kept  enthusiastic 
supporters  returning  on  a regular  basis. 

Upon  entering,  the  guest  is  cordially  greeted 
by  the  Host  and  Manager,  Mr.  Ralph  LeDuc, 
known  on  a first-name  basis  by  the  dedicated 
regular.  He  is  assisted  by  the  gentle  Sr.  Geral- 
dine Burns,  who  make  sure  all  the  guests 
adhere  to  the  establishment  s guidelines. 
These  two  capable  leaders  are  seconded  by  a 
courteous  support  staff  which  gives  helpful 
advice  and  is  there  when  needed.  It  is  rumored 
that  it  is  the  distinct  personalities  of  this  staff 
that  greatly  influence  the  hospitable  environ- 
ment which  all  visitors  experience. 

The  order  is  placed,  and  the  meal  is  brought 
in  by  courses.  Appetizers  are  not  usually  as 
elaborate  or  desirable  as  the  entree,  but  they 
help  to  tide  one  over  until  the  main  course  does 
arrive.  The  staff  takes  great  pride  when  the  en- 
tree is  well-prepared  to  face  the  general  public. 
Each  entree  can  be  complemented  with  various 
side  orders.  Of  course,  they  do  cost  extra  and 
only  some  items  are  available  in  season,  but 
they  do  fulfill  that  desire  to  “try  something 
new.  The  entertainment  provides  a break 
from  what  can  be  an  often  tedious  routine.  Its 
diversity  is  an  added  incentive  to  dine,  and  can 
help  to  expose  an  individual  s hidden  talents 
and  creativity.  Finally,  a bill  is  presented,  de- 
tailing the  different  dining  expenses.  Before 
departing,  the  guest  leaves  a tip,  a small  token 
of  himself  or  herself,  for  posterity.

Regardless  of  what  restaurant  one  fre- 
quents, there  is  a common  bond  that  unites 
all  eateries  — that  is  the  entree.  The  entree 
is  the  most  anticipated  part  of  the  meal. 
Well-prepared  by  master  chefs,  the  entree 
is  the  establishment’s  showpiece  that 
draws  numerous  food  connoisseurs  from 
the  surrounding  area.

Providing  the  Leadership 


How  much  do  we  actually  know  about  our  principal  and  vice-principal?  There  are  some 
aspects  about  them  that  might  surprise  you. 

Mr.  Ralph  LeDue  started  at  this  school  in  March  of  1962  as  a football  and  indoor/ 
outdoor  track  coach.  Since  1962,  Mr.  LeDuc  has  seen  many  changes  at  Fenwick.  In 
September  of  1964,  Mr.  LeDuc  became  a teacher.  The  subjects  Mr.  LeDuc  has  taught 
are  social  studies,  math,  religion,  and  physical  education. 

One  change  Mr.  LeDuc  has  noticed  is  in  girls  basketball.  The  girls  used  to  wear  skirts 
and  had  run  after  bouncing  the  ball  twice  during  the  game.  Now,  the  girls  games  are 
much  more  fast-paced. 

Next,  in  the  seventies,  the  biggest  change  occurred.  Mr.  LeDuc  became  assistant 
principal  in  1970.  Uniforms  were  a thing  of  the  past  starting  in  1970.  Also,  the  sisters  were 
no  longer  required  to  wear  their  habits.  Eventually,  the  freedom  ot  no  uniforms  was  lost 
when  the  Fenwick  sweater  was  added  to  the  dress  code  in  September  1987.  Mr.  LeDuc 
feels  that  the  sweaters  distinguish  us  from  other  schools,  and  he  will  continue  to  advocate 
their  use  unless  parents  and  students  want  full  uniforms  back.  Mr.  LeDuc  also  thinks  that 
a fidl  uniform  would  be  a step  backward. 

Mr.  LeDuc  became  principal  in  1974,  the  year  most  of  the  present  seniors  were  born. 
He  set  a precedent  as  the  first  lay  principal  in  the  diocese.  Some  of  his  responsibilities 
include  the  finances  and  security  ot  the  school,  as  well  as  improvements  to  the  school.  Mr. 
LeDuc  feels  that  Fenwick  is  a safe,  comfortable  environment  for  its  students.  The  Cath- 
olic background  of  the  school  is  an  added  aspect  for  Fenwick.  Also,  Mr.  LeDuc  feels  that 
the  faculty  plays  an  active  role  in  the  lives  of  the  students.

Writing  an  article  on  religious  education  poses  a 
difficult  problem  for  the  writer.  While  other  classes 
are  easily  defined  and  categorized,  religion  is  one  of 
the  most  challenging  departments  to  cover  properly. 
Religion  means  a different  thing  to  each  person  at 
Fenwick;  no  two  people  would  give  the  same  answer 
to  the  question  "What  does  religion  mean  to  you? 
Fenwick’s  Religion  Department,  headed  by  Sr.  Joan 
Flynn,  SC,  attempts  to  help  each  student  find  his  or 
her  own  answer  to  this  oftentimes  puzzling  question 

The  search  for  truth  begins  freshman  year,  with  a 
two-part  program.  First,  the  students  explore  the  con- 
cepts ol  family  and  human  sexuality  in  Identity  and 
Values.  The  rest  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  ol 
the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  otherwise  known  as  the  Old 
Testament. 

In  the  sophomore  year  of  study,  all  students  take 
Church  History.  This  class  explores  the  events, 
people  and  places  that  have  made  the  Church  what  it 
is  today.  The  remainder  of  tenth  grade  is  used  to  look 
at  the  Christian  Scriptures,  or  the  New  Testament. 
This  unit  covers  the  life  of  Jesus  as  presented  in  the 
four  Gospels.  A variety  of  projects,  including  murals 
and  oral  presentations,  is  used  to  depict  the  message 
and  deeds  of  Jesus. 

Juniors  take  one  semester  each  of  Catholic  Moralitv 
and  Social  Justice.  The  former  aids  students  in  devel- 
oping a system  of  morals  and  values.  The  goals  and 
principles  of  Christianity  are  kept  in  mind  during  this 


process.  Social  Justice  ties  together  ninth  and  tenth 
grade  courses  and  the  themes  of  Catholic  Morality  in  a 
look  at  the  concept  of  justice.  The  ways  in  which  God  s 
call  to  justice  is  expressed  in  the  Scriptures  and  ex- 
amined, as  well  as  how  the  principles  of  justice  can  be 
acted  on  in  today  s society.  J uniors  are  asked  to  correct 
injustice  in  their  own  lives. 

Senior  year  brings  with  it  a choice  of  religion  elec- 
tives. Christian  Lifestyles,  however,  is  a require- 
ment This  semester  course  takes  a good  look  at  the 
foundations  of  personality  and  the  related  ideas  of 
marriage  and  commitment.  The  decision  to  follow  a 
single,  married,  or  religious  life  is  also  explored.  The 
other  senior  electives  are  Apostolic  Ministry,  Pro- 
claiming the  Good  News  and  Theology  of  Death. 
Aspostolic  Ministry  and  Proclaiming  the  Good  News 
provide  seniors  with  a chance  to  minister  to  other  in 
their  hometowns  and  communities.  Apostolic  Minis- 
try volunteers  work  several  hours  each  week  at  places 
such  as  Haven  From  Hunger.  Proclaiming  the  Good 
News  offers  students  the  unique  opportunity  to  teach 
Catholic  education  classes.  Theology  of  Death  is  a 
semester  class  that  attempts  to  shed  some  light  on  the 
final  mystery  ol  death  and  dying. 

Religion  is  a highly  subjective  topic,  and  these 
courses  have  been  created  with  the  intention  of  help- 
ing students  decide  the  proper  place  of  the  spiritual 
dimension  in  their  lives.

World  Awareness 


The  Social  Studies  Department,  headed 
by  Mr.  Edward  Kawczynski,  is  a vital  part 
of  every  student  s academic  career  at  Fen- 
wick. Each  student  is  required  to  partici- 
pate in  two  years  of  history  classes.  These 
courses  offer  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  past  cultures  and  how  our  pres- 
ent government  works.  There  is  a wide  va- 
riety of  topics  that  students  can  learn  about 
during  their  four  years  at  Fenwick. 

Freshmen  are  given  the  opportunity  to 
take  European  Culture.  This  course  dis- 
cusses many  topics,  such  as  the  secrets  of 
Egyptian  mummification  and  the  Europe- 
an royal  family  tree.  Projects  and  activities 
round  out  the  year. 

Asian-African  is  the  class  in  which  the 
sophomores  may  enroll.  Facts  about 
Africa,  India,  Japan,  China,  and  Southeast 
Asia  are  covered  in  every  class,  ft  is  impor- 
tant for  the  students  to  be  exposed  to  dif- 


ferent cultures  and  lifestyles,  and  these 
classes  provide  the  perfect  opportunity. 

All  juniors  are  required  to  participate  in 
United  States  History.  The  class  teaches 
students  about  the  discovery  of  America  up 
until  modern  times.  This  c.ourse  helps 
students  gain  awareness  of  their  heritage 
and  of  all  that  it  has  taken  to  get  our  country 
to  where  it  is  today. 

Senior  year,  students  are  given  different 
options  for  course  topics.  The  choices  are 
Government  and  World  Issues,  Psycholo- 
gy, Sociology,  and  Law  Studies.

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Speaking  In  Tongues 


In  this  era  of  unprecedented  cooperation 
between  nations,  knowledge  of  a foreign 
language  takes  on  new  importance.  Fen- 
wicks Language  Department,  chaired  by 
Miss  Diane  Colozzi,  prepares  students  for 
their  role  in  this  “New  World  Order.  With 
six  teachers  exclusive  to  the  department 
and  one  part-time  teacher,  instruction  in 
other  tongues  is  handled  by  expressly- 
qualified  professionals. 

French  and  Spanish  are  taught  on  all  toui- 
grade  levels.  Latin  is  only  taught  at  the 
honors  level,  while  French  and  Spanish  are 
taught  at  both  honors  and  level  two.  Addi- 
tionally, Spanish  is  conducted  at  level  one. 

All  Fenwick  students  are  required  to 
take  two  years  of  foreign  language.  Many 
opt  to  extend  that  period  to  gain  further 
proficiency,  or  even  take  two  languages  at 
the  same  time.  This  can  cause  a bit  of  confu- 
sion, however,  especially  when  one  arrives 
in  French  class  and  begins  to  speak  fluent 
Spanish.  If  this  happens  to  you  someday. 


don’t  worry;  many  of  the  teachers  in  the  de- 
partment know  one  or  two  other  languages 
besides  their  primary  specialty  (and  Eng- 
lish, of  course).  There’s  a good  chance  that 
your  teacher  will  understand  you. 

A foreign  language  at  Fenwick  is  not  all 
vocab  drills  and  boring  exercises,  either;  it 
is  an  interactive  process.  Culture  days 
featuring  the  foods  of  France,  Mexico,  and 
Spain  are  often  held.  Foreign  films  such  as 
the  French  movie  Jean  de  Florette  are 
shown  as  an  end-of-the-year  treat.  Skits, 
interviews,  dialogues,  and  stories  involve 
the  entire  class  in  activities  that  can  be  fun 
or  painful,  depending  on  how  well  you  ve 
studied  your  part.  Everyone  gets  into  the 
action;  no  one  sits  out  on  any  project. 

In  short,  Fenwick  prepares  students 
well  for  foreign  study  later  in  life  or  just  for 
the  experience  of  learning  how  to  say  it 
someone  else  s way.

Amidst  the  puzzling  periodic  tables  and  end- 
less combinations  of  DNA  molecules,  there  lies 
a science  that  is  built  around  common  sense, 
the  will  to  improve,  and  due  respect  for  the  nat- 
ural world. 

Ecology,  one  of  the  most  popular  electives 
available  at  Fenwick,  has  captured  the  interests 
of  juniors  and  seniors  who  wish  to  better  under- 
stand how  to  preserve  our  fragile  environment. 
This  ironically  comes  at  times  when  they  feel 
too  useless  to  make  any  difference  in  such  a 
large  world.  The  course,  which  was  started  five 
years  ago,  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Frances  Ward  as  a 
full-vear  elective. 

Students  participating  in  Ecology  discuss 
topics  ranging  from  simple  ecosystems  and 
agricultural  planning  to  more  fundamental 
issues  such  as  energy  conservation,  acid  rain, 
and  the  greenhouse  effect.  The  students  are  re- 
quired to  complete  “labs  which  are  quite  dif- 
ferent from  the  experiments  that  involve  lab 
goggles  and  test  tubes  that  foam  at  the  rim.  In- 
stead, groups  of  students  may  set  up  imaginary 
towns  and  collaborate  on  ideas  to  provide  the 
town  with  the  most  effective  energy  conserva- 
tion plan. 

As  our  society  today  calls  for  more  extensive 


awareness  to  ecological  affairs,  Ecology  encour- 
ages students  to  absorb  information  from  their 
classroom  discussions  and  apply  them  to  their 
everyday  lifestyles  as  teenagers,  thus  allowing 
them  to  take  an  active  part  in  their  sur- 
roundings. For  instance,  most  seniors  can  now 
vote  for  more  laws  that  they  feel  would  best 
promote  the  safety  of  the  environment.  They 
can  also  take  part  in  recycling  programs  in  their 
hometowns  or  at  school.  In  fact,  Fenwick’s 
newly-established  recycling  program  has  en- 
abled thousands  of  aluminum  cans  and  paper 
products  to  be  saved  from  the  refuse  pile. 
Furthermore,  in  the  last  two  years,  many  Ecol- 
ogy students  have  gone  on  to  college  and  ma- 
jored in  Environmental  Science. 

A tip  for  those  students  who  shy  away  from 
science-related  subjects:  reconsider.  Ecology 
will  help  students  realize  that  preserving  the 
environment  is  everyone’s  responsibility,  and, 
as  Mrs.  Ward  adds,  it  is  our  Christian  obliga- 
tion to  protect  the  Earth.  This  course  will 
guide  all  types  of  individuals  into  growing  as  a 
united  generation  with  a common  cause:  to  pro- 
tect our  earth  and  its  inhabitants.

The  goal  of  Campus  Ministry  is  to  reach 
out  to  all  aspects  of  life  at  Fenwick.

Trough  participation  in  various  sports, 
tudents  learn  the  importance  of  team- 
/ork.  Along  with  the  regular  curriculum  of 
ports  and  games,  the  President’s  Physical 
'itness  Test  is  administered  to  all  fresh- 
len.  In  Health,  freshmen  learn  how  to 


perform  CPR  in  order  to  obtain  Red  Cross 
certification,  the  ill  effects  of  smoking  and 
alcohol  abuse,  and  the  various  hygienic 
issues  which  young  adults  must  deal  with. 

The  sophomore  curriculum  for  Phys. 
Ed.  includes  Project  Adventure.  Project 
Adventure  helps  students  to  gain  self  confi- 
dence and  to  acquire  leadership  and  prob- 
lem solving  skills,  while  having  a great 
time.  In  Health,  sophomores  learn  about 
drugs  and  the  teenager,  and  review  CPR 
techniques  for  recertification. 

Without  good  health  and  the  ability  to 
work  well  in  a team,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
excel  in  this  world.  And,  as  we  are  all  fully 
aware  of,  all  work  and  no  play  can  make 
anyone  a dull  person.  With  Physical  Ed- 
ucation and  Health,  there  isn’t  much 
chance  of  that  happening  to  any  Fenwick 
student.

What  more  can  be  said  about  the  1991-1992 
Bishop  Fenwick  Crusader  boys’  basketball  team 
that  hasn’t  been  said  already?  Under  the  guidance 
of  Coach  Mike  O'Brien,  the  Crusaders  finished 
the  regular  season  with  an  astonishing  17-3  record, 
and  were  runners-up  in  the  Catholic  Central 
League.  The  Crusaders  became  the  only  team 
since  1984  to  make  it  to  the  North  Sectional  Finals 
before  losing  to  East  Boston  (69-60).  In  the  State 
Tournament,  the  Crusaders  grabbed  the  second 
seed  in  the  Division  2 North  Section.

With  Arena,  Brian  Soucy,  and  Tom  Rafterv 
as  this  year’s  senior  tri-captains  and  CCL  all-stars, 
the  team  had  a strong  core,  with  Arena’s  average  of 
33  points  per  game,  Souey’s  baseline  shooting  and 
rebounding,  and  Rafterv  s relentless  pursuit  on 
the  boards.  Add  seniors  Billy  Stansfield  and  Sean 
McConnell’s  perimeter  shooting,  and  solid  contri-

Greg  Lowe,  and  this  team  had  serious  potential. 

Much  of  this  year’s  team  success  was  attributed 
to  the  all-around  play  of  Casey  Arena.
